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HOMILY FOR THE WEEK 


Perplexing Providences 


Ry the Rey. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M.A. 


wa", Genesis, chs. 44 v. 18—47 v. 27 


The reconciliation of Joseph and his brethren is not alone a mark 
of nobility on the part of Joseph, but a generous acknowledgment 
of his belief in the Divine ordering of the world. It 1s at all times 
a gracious act to forgive and to forget ; but it takes a nature reared 
in faith to turn deeds of hatred and wickedness into agents of God 
working for the accomplishment of special purpose. Joseph, 
the moment of reconciliation, séeing his brothers discomfited and 
stage red hy the strange revelation of their lost brother's identity and 
position, a sured them of their participation in a scheme which was 
destined to effeet good. They may have hated: him in days gone 
by and ventilated their hate in a cruel, thoughtless act; but God 
had turned evil into good, and had it not been for their action when 
they sold hin into slavery and saw him carned to Egypt, Joseph 
had never passed through the various stages of tral to emerge trum- 
phant as the viceroy and saviour of his peaple. LEvil-doers are surely 
guilty, and deserve to be punished even if their plans are upset and 
good comes.from their sin. But the glory of forgiving rises above the 
satisfaction of secing a foriner enemy beaten, and culminates in the 
belief that what happened was for the best, and that God employs his 
own agents and works in his own way to effect his own purpose. 

No one can read our Bible without sensing this difficulty of 
understanding the perplexing ways of Providence. The Assyrians were 
a deadly menace to Israel with their cruelty and barbarism, which 
forms the burdew of Isaiah, and deserved condign punishment. But 
they were regarded by the prophet as the instrument of Divine anger 
appointed by God to arouse Israel to responsibility. A similar thought 
runs through other prophetical books. Why does God use the*cruel 
oftices of sinners ‘at times to achieve his purpose? Does the end 
always justify the means? Will not the result be that evil shall glory 
in its triumph, and men, seeing the vindication of évil-doers, may tend 
to despair of the goodness of God? If evil invariably triumphed and 
stuners. prospered, our whole conception of God would be threatened, 
But experience proves that evil, in the long run, finds its fitting 
reward and that righteousness prevails. And even if for a time the 
ways of Providence are perplexing, in the end we are able to see how 
tlungs are working to their proper conclusion. 

One of our Rabbis reminds us that it is not in our power to 
account for the anomaly that the righteous seem to suffer and the wicked 
to prosper in this world. Ditheult as the problem is, we are none of us 
satisied to be turned away with the answer that- this is something 
we cannot or are not intended to understand. To the man of ordinary 
intelligence and faith, it will always be a problem that confronts him, . 
and some tune or other he will desire some solution. Ecclesiastes, in his 
journey through the maze of world anomalies, finds saint and sinner 
bracketed with a common fate. Job, the model of integrity, was 
reduced to the level of the debased. The Psalmist could not under- 
stand why the schemes of wickedness devised against the innocent 
were not overturned by God if He cared for the fate of His people. 
Yet none of these thinkers have succeeded in allaying the fears of 
men by providing a solution to a problem which appears to have no 
solution, If we are satisfied to fall back on faith and to recognise, 
as did Joseph, that everything happens for the best, we can safely 
leave the issue in the hands of God. But if we prefer to ask for a 
clear statement of the Divine working, we find ourselves baffled in the 
presence of happenings and facts which seem to admit of no 
explanation. 

We Jews have this problem continually before us. Our history 
and the story of continual misrepresentation and its cruel corollary, 
persecution, make us ask again and again how long evil will endure 
and when the day of recompense will come? If the scourge does not 
pass over us and we can look on from a distance at the plight of our 
brethren we can take refuge in history and console sialon with the 
belief that crime against us has never prospered but has recoiled on 
those who perpetrated it; but to those who are the actual victims 
is this a doctrine that brings its own satisfactory consolation?

Do we not sometimes squander our envy 
or waste our pity? There is a large unseen world which guards the 
movement of the conscience and the mind, and were we permitted 
to enter and probe its secrets we might be astonished to discover how 
misplaced is our envy or our pity. God has not finished his work 
with us here. He handicaps us according to his will. And when the 
race has been run we shall understand many things that now to us 
seem unintelligible. We shall understand, as Joseph understood, 
that all things are working to an end in the realisation of ultimate 
peace, we shall forget and forgive all the discipline of the journey,

“ Certainly not,” says the burglarious State, “ here Il am, and here | 
remain, with, without, or against the League.” What does the Inter. 
national Police Force do? Pull the burglar out? Burn him out, @ la 
Sidney Street? Nota bitofit! It starts a grand palaver with the 
offender. It offers*attractive terms, and bids for a settlement, with 
bribes of increasing magnificence, out of the victim's property, till 
the burglar is finally offered achunk ot the stoler land even larger 
than he had contemplated in his most. nefarious dreams; and then 
the State which has broken into the adjacent country announces, 
with a cynical gesture, that it will take time to consider 
the offer, and finally returns no answer. Well, now, have we 
not, in all this, one clue at all events to our present dis- 
contents and troubles? One law for individual miscreants, and a 
totally different law for a national wrongdoer. The crime is the 
same. The criminal is the same, seeing that a nation is onlya 
collection of individuals. Yet a different yard measure for the 
magnitude of their respective offences. What ts unmistakably 
evil in the case of a single person is not so evil when the work 
is the product of a group of individuals called the State. Civilisa- 
tion has two consciences—the conscience which revolts at 
individual sin, and the conscience which compounds witha national 
crime. Herein, | say, we come upon the master malady of our 
tortured and unhappy world. 


HERE are some who see this benevolent attitude towards 
national offences as a consequence of Christian teaching, or 
rather failure to teach. They say that the dominant creed has, in 
the course of the centuries, insisted too much on the morals of the 
individual and not enough on those of the nation, and perhaps, if that 
is true, the close association of State and Church has weakened the 
moral fibre of the religious partner. But, at least, a similar association 
in the days when Jews preserved a State of their own did not 
produce a similar laxity. The prophets did not hesitate to 
thunder against ungodliness and injustice. They did not shrink 
from penetrating the royal palace with their forthright indictments. 
“Thou art the man!” cried the prophet to King David. And, when 
the State had ceased to be, the Rabbis declared that one of the three 
things on which the world rested was Justice—“the world,” be it 
noted. Their outlook took in the interests of all nations, not only 
those of a solitary people, for they saw that if righteousness was 
not world-wide, as between country and country, it could not 
ultimately prevail within the confines of any single one of them 
and there could be no real peace or just dealing. 


HE attitude of benevolence towards national crime is doubly 
iniquitous because it fosters the theory of State infallibility. 

The deified State can do no wrong. “ My country, right or wrong, 
against the world,” was the old toast, never formally or sincerely 
repudiated. “The voice of the people is the voice of God,” the 
centuries have declared—a perilous biasphemy which would identify 
the Deity with the results of every General Election and many

Are We Neglecting Character ? 


Lecture by Rabbi Isadore Goodm:n 


Rabbi Dr. ISADORE GOODMAN, of the Queen's Park Synagogue, 
Glasgow, who preached on Friday evening and Sabbath morning Jast to 
large congregations at the Great Synagogue, Duke Street, on gy tore 
evening spoke at a meeting of the Great Synagogue Guild for Soc la 
Service, on “ An Aspect of Jewish Education. The meeting was held in 
the Ernst Schiff Memorial Hall, St. James's Place, and Was presided ovcr 
by Mr. Herbert M. Adler, M.B.E., the Director of Jewish Education. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he had already heard glowing accounts of 
the eloquent sermons Rabbi Gootman hal preached in the Great 
Synacogue., 

* Rabbi GoopMAN, in the course of his address, complained of the 
ereniarisation of Jewish teaching and declared that as a result many 
Jews grew up with an inadequate moral and ethical background. ‘To 
tend the growth of the child’s conscicnee, to facilitate its development 
was. be said. the urgent function of all education, particularly of religious 
education. In a report issued by the ‘ Institute on S5cial and Religious 
Surveys ’’ (Americal, the opinion was given, confirmed by tests, that the 
more efficient their schools hal become, the farther had they moved 
from morals and religion. ‘The essentials of character formation had 
become disregarded and as a. result one-half of the children had no 
ethieal outlook on Jife and would under temptation He and cheat and 
steal. His contention was, said Rabbi Goodman, that children could 
be taught goodness and could be impressed with the ethical values 
of religion if they were presented to them In ways that they could under- 
stand. ‘lo trv however, to force upon the immature mind religions 
concepts through the practice of the ritual is expecting too much from 
the child. Tro say the least it is pedantic and hopeless to train ‘a lad 
of eight with the terminology of the mature man. “Train up a child 
according to his way . .” isa proverb and alsoa principle in education, 
To teach children. one must understand the child's mental grasp and follow 
the gait. of the weakest amongthem. That was of primal importance in 
fashioning the character of the child. There was nothing higher than 
Torah. vet there was at least one thing that had precedence over Torah 
Derech Eretz. the ethieal life. They might as well try to build a sky- 
scraper on a bog as to attempt to build character without an ethical base. 
In conclusion Rabbi Goodman said that despite the splendid efforts at 
Jewish edueation that were being made, they still nee ed to provide an 
educational process that would produce character, and such a process 
could only proceed from a religous source, “Ours is the duty to incor- 
porate the ethical elements of our Faith into the methods and ideals of 
Jewish edueation,” said Dr. CGooduan,

ANNUAL CONFERENCE 

The Annnal Conference of the Federation was held last week in 
Cardiff. Mr. P. D. J. Druiff presided. The delegates included representa- 
tives from the Universities of Birmingham, Cambridge, Edinburgh, 
Gtasgow, Leeds, Liverpool, London, Oxford, Sheffield and Wales. Reports 
were presented on every aspect of the Federation's activities. Prof. Namier 
reported on the work of the International Students’ Service, which is 
encaged in re-training and placing German refugee students, and it was 
resolved té make an effort to raise a substantial sum for this organisation. 
The report of the Board of Deputies was presented by Mr. Druiff, and his 
attitude in opposing the Haavarah Avreement was approved. Mr. L. 
Silvergleit presented the report of the Summer School held at Tolmer's 
Park last August, and Mr. H. Diamond announced that the next Summer 
Scheol would be held at Pannal Ash College, Harrogate, from July 31st to 
August 17th. 

Mr. H. Stoll, Iducation Secretary, in his report said that he was 
engaged in completing an adequate bibliography of English books of 
Jewish interest. The subjects for the Essay Competition for 1936 were 
submitted. It was further decided to set up a Central Press Committce 
to_assist the Societies in setting up Local Press Committees in conjunction 
with local Lodges of the B’nai B'rith or other representative bodies, the 
main objects of such Committees to be the counteracting of anti-Jewish 
tendencies and the promotion of friendly relations between Jews and non:

The League Must Intervene 


TERRIBLE INDICTMENT OF NAZISM 


Mr. J. G. McDonald, High Commissioner for Refugees 
coming from Germany, has resigned his oflice. We publish 
below the full text of his letter of resignation to the Secretary- 
General of the League of Nations. In # terrible indictment of 
Nazi Germany, he makes it clear that the Nuremberg Laws 
have completely changed the face of the situation.. There is 
now no longer any hope for half-a-million people ; no hope, not 
merely of happiness, but even of survival. They must burst 
their boundaries and throw themselves on the mercy of civilisa- 
tion. This was never envisaged when the office of High 
Commissioner was established, separately from the League, 
in October, 1933; it is Mr. McDonald's submission that the 
League must now tackle the problem itself, and must tackle 
it “ at its source if disaster is to be avoided.” The source, says 
Mr. McDonald, is Berlin, and he calls upon the League for 
" firm intercession with the German Government.” 

SIR, 

On October 26th, 1933, the Presideht of the Council of the League 
of Nations did me the honour to‘ appoint me High Comflnissioner fo: 
Refugees (Jewish and Other) Coming from Germany, to ~ negotiate 
and direct ~ the “international collaboration necessary to salve the 
“economic, financial and social problem” of the refugees. 1 hereby 
beg to submut through you to the Council of the League my resigna- 
tion from this office, to beeome effective as from December 31st, 1935. 

2. In the period of over two years since the establishment of the 
office, conditions in Germany which create refugees have developed 
so catastrophically that 
a reconsideration by the 
League of Nations of 
the entire situation is 
essential. The legislation

The League’s New and Essential Duty 


3. Apart from all questions of principle and of religious persecu- 
tion, one portentous fact confronts the community of states. More 
than half-a-million persons, against whom no charge can be made 
except that they are not what the National Socialists choose to 
regard as “ Nerdic,” are being crushed. They cannot escape oppres- 
sion by any act of their own free-will, for what has been called “ the 
membership of “non-Aryan’ race” cannot be changed er kept in 
abeyance. 

Tens of thousands are to-day anxiously seeking ways to flee 
abroad; but except for those prepared to sacrifice the whole or 
greater part of their savings, the official restrictions on export of 
capital effectively bar the read to escape, and the doors of most 
countries are closed against impoverished fugitives. Nevertheless, if 
the present pressure is not relieved, it is inconceivable that those who 
‘can flee will remam within Germany. 

The task of saving»these victims ecalis for renewed efforts of the 
“philanthropic bodies. The private organisations, Jewish and Christaan, 
‘ainy be expected to do tlieir part if the Governments, acting through 


the League, make possibile a solution. But in the new cireumstances 


it will not be enough to continue the activities on behali of those who 
flee from the Reich. Efforts must be made to remove or mitigate 


the causes which create German refugces. This cod not have been 
any part of the work of the High Conwnissioner’s office: nor. prestum- 
ably, can it be a funetion of the bo iy to 


whieh the League may decid 
to entrust future administrative activities on behalf of the refugees. f id 
lt is a political function. winch prope ah belongs to the Leaguc itself.

January, 1936. 

It has been the sense of the Govermnge Body that the work of 
assistance in the countries of refuge could be better carried lorward 
by an orgamsation directly under the authority of the League. It * 
is now clear that the effectiveness of the High Comuissioner’s efforts 
was weakened from the beginning by the compromise which was 
agreed upon at the time lus office was set up—that is, the decision 
to separate it detimtely from the League. This compromise was 
aecepted im} ordel to avoid the veto of Germany. wa ea was then 
active member of the Leacue. , 


Three Years’ Work 

5. Progress has been made during the last three vears m settling 
tie refugees fromn Germany. Of the more than 80,000 who have already 
left the Reich, approximately three-fourths have now found new 
homes——tnore than half of these in Palestine—or have been repatriated 
to the:r countries of ongin. This aecomplshment has been primarily 
the work of the refugees themselves and of the plnlanthropic orgamsa- 
tions-——Jewish and Christian—whose devoted labours have been cease- 
lessly carried on in many parts of the world. Probably not more than 
15,000 refugees now remam unplaced. (An account of the work done 
tor the refugees since Apmil, 1933, 1s being published.) 

6. The care and the setthement of these remaiming thousands of 
refugees could and would be borne by the already heavuy burdened 
private orgamsations, were thev not fearful that the number of 
refugees may be increased many tumes by new fhghts from Germany. 

The facts which arouse these apprehensions are indisputable. 
They are evidenced clearly im the Gerinan laws,. decrees, judicial 
demisions and Party pronouncements and practices during the last 
two years. The culmination ef these attack®on the Jews, the Christian 
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“non-Aryans » and the political and rehgious dissenters was the new 7 
legislation announced at the Pary Congress at Nuremberg last ; 

September. The core of that enactment was the law limiting citizen- a 
sup to those who are “of German or cognate blood,” and who also ai 
conforin to the National Socialst conception of loyalty to the State. | 
As the direct result in Germany not only the Jews, who now mumber : 
about 435,000, but also tens of thousands of Christian “ non-Aryans ” | 
who are classifed as Jews, lost ‘them citizenship, were disfranclused, q 
and made ineligible to hold public office. _ Indirectly, through this new 

law. a eonstitutronal basis was laid for unrestricted discriminations 


against all those whom the Party may wish to penalise. 
The denationalisation by the German Government of thousands i 
of Gérman citizens has added to the hardshups both of those remain- 
ing in Germany and of the refugees, and-is an increasing burden on | 
States which have admitted the refugees while in possession of German 
nationality. 
7. Relentlessly the Jews and “non-Aryans” are excluded from 
all public offices, from the exercise of the liberal professions, and from 
any part in the cultural and intellectual life of Germany. Ostracised 
from social relations with “ Arvans,” they are subjected to every kind 
of humiliation. Neither sex nor age exempts them from discrimina- 
tion. Even the Jewish and “non-Aryan” children do not escape 
cruel forms of segregation and persecution. In Pariy publications, 
directly sponsored by the Government, “ Aryan” children are starred 
to hate the Jews and the Christian “ non-Aryans,” to spy upon them 
and to attack them, and to incite ther own parents to extirpate 
the Jews altogether.

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“They May Burst the Frontiers” 

8.. It is being made increasingly difficult for Jews and ~ non- 
Aryans” in Germany to sustain life. Condemned to segregation 
within the four corners of the legal and social Ghetto which has now 
closed upon them, they are increasingly prevented from earning their 
living. Indeed, more than half of the Jews remaiming in Germany 
have already been deprived of their livelihood. In many parts of the 
country there is a systematic attempt at starvation of the Jewish 
population. In no tield of economic activity is there ani security 
whatsoever. For some time it has been impossible for Jewish business 
men and shopkeepers to carry on their trades in small towns. The 
campaign against any dealings with Jews is now systematically prose- 
cuted in the larger towns. Despite the restrictions upon migration 
from the provinces into the few largest cities where Jewish economic 
activity Is not yet completely excluded, the Jews are fle ing to those 
cities because there only can they hope to escape, at least for a time, 
from the more brutal forms of persecution. 

This influx has exhausted already the resources of the Jewish 
philanthropic and educational institutions in Germany, The victims 
of the terrorism are being driven to the point where, in utter anguish 
and déspair, they may burst the froritiers in fresh waves of refuges. 

. 9, Again, as so often during their long, heroic hd tragic history, 
the Jewish people are used as the scapegoat for political and partisan 
purposes. The National Socialists level against them charges of the 
most outrageous and untenable kind. They ignore all of the facts ot 
the continuous loyalty of the Jews in Germany; for example, during 
the Empire when Jews helped to unify Germany and to make it 
strong; during the War when a percentage of Jewish youth as high 
as that of any other religious community in the Reich gave their 
lives for the Fatherland, and Jewish scientists and men of affairs 
lrelped so notably to enable Germany to prolong the struggle; and 
under the Republic when Jewish leaders aided in saving Germany 
from some of the worst effects of defeat. Instead, it has been found 

useful to attribute to the Jews the responsibility for the misery and 
dejection which the German people suffered during the last years of 


: the War and the decade that followed. Though less than one- 
hundredth part of the total population, the Jews are held responsible 
. for all the adversity which the German people had to undergo. As in 


the Middle Ages, when they were massacred and expelled from German 
States as the cause of the Black Death, so to-day they are eliminated 
from the economic and cultural life of Germany and degraded on the 
ground that they were the cause of the German humiliation. So far 
does this hatred extend that even the Jewish War veterans who fought 
and were wounded in the front line trenches have been forced from 
their positions in the public services, and the names of the Jewish 
War dead may no longer be engraved on War cnceme te wet 

10. The attitude of the German Government 1s based not only 
on the theory of “ Nordic race.” supremacy and the desire to eliminate 
“foreign racial” elements from the life of the country; it rests also 
on the conception of the absolute subordination of the individual to 
the State. An influential section of the Party 1s actively promoting 
a revival of neo-Paganism which sets itself against both the Old Testa- 
ment and parts of the New Testament. The conceptions of “ blood, 
race and soil,” propagated with fanatical enthusiasm, menace not 
alone the Jews, but all those who remain defiantly loyal to the old 
ideals of relimious and individual freedom. . 

Party leaders violently attack religious freedom in the State, and 
threaten the Church with political domination. Outstanding thinkers 
of the two great Christian communities in Germany and abroad. raise 
their voices in protest against this attack which threatens to increase 
the number of retucees. 


. Fresh Collective Action Called For 

11. The developments since 1933, and in particular those follow- 
ing the Nuremberg legislation, call for fresh collective action in regard 
to the problem created by persecution in Germany. The moral 
authority of the League of Nations and of States Members of the 
League must be directed towards a determined appeal to the German 
Government in ths name of humanity and of the principles of the 
public law of Europe. They must ask for a modification of policies 
which constitute a source of unrest and perplexity in the world, a 
challenge to the conscience of mankind, and a menace to the legitimate 
interests of the States affected by the immigration of German refugees. 

12, Apart from the Upper Silesia Convention of May, 1922, 
Germany does not appear to be expressly bound by treaty 
obligation providing for equal citizenship of racial, religious or linguistic 
minorities. But the principle of respect for the rights of minorities 
has been during the last three centuries hardening into an obligation 
of the public law of Europe. That principle was recognised in some 
of the most important international instruments of the nineteenth 
century. I may refer to the provisions of the Congress of Vienna, 
the treaty of guarantee following upon the Union of Belgium and 
Holland, the collective recogmtion of the independence of Greece, 
the creation of the autonomous principalities of Moldavia and 
Wallachia. It was affirmed at the Congress of Berlin in 1878 in 
relation to newly recognised states. It was deliberately re-affirmed 
in the Peace Settlement of 1919 and in a series of special minorities 
treaties as a vital condition both of international justice and of the 
preservation of the peace of the world. In the case of newly- 
created states its express recognition constituted a condition of 
admission to the League of Nations. ; | 
Neither was the attitude of Germany in this matter open to any 
doubt. During the Peace Conference, ‘the German Delegation, in 
urging the adoption of the principle of protection of minorities 
for the German population in the territories detached from 
Germany, declared spontaneously that “Germany on her part 
is resolved to treat minorities of alien origin in her terri- 
tories according to the same principles.” The Allied and 
Associated Powers expressly took note of that declaration. From the 
moment of her admission to the League Germany took the lead in 
securing the effectiveness of the principles of international protection 
of minorities. 
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The Assembly's Hopes 

13. The Assembly of the League in 1922 adopted a resolution 
which expressed the hope that.“ states not bound by specific legal 
obligations in the matter of minorities will nevertheless observe in 
the treatment of their own minorities at least as high a standard of 
justice and toleration as is required by the treaties in question.” The 
Assembly in 1933, when considering the question of the persecution 
of Jews in Germany in connection with the diseussion on minorities, 
reaffirmed that resolution; and in order to dispel doubts whether 
it applied to the Jews in Germany, voted, with the single dissent of 
Germany, in favour of a further resolution that the principle “ must 
be applied without exception to all classes of nationals of a state 
which differ from the majority of the population in race, language or 
religion.” 

The German Jews. although not claiming or desiring to be a 
minority, are within the scope of this principle because, as wes stated 
at the Assembly, as soon as there is legal discrimination, a minority 
exists within the meaning of modern law. 

14. It is not within my province to state to what extent the 
practice in this matter of the community of nations in the last hundred 
vears and of the League of Nations has become a rule of customary 
international law: neither am I called upon to judge how far the 
declarations and the conduct of Germany prior to 1933 are in therm- 
selves sufficient to establish legal presumptions. But both, I believe, 
are sufficient to establish an appeal to those broad considerations ot 
humanity and of international peace Which are the basis of the public 
law of Europe in the matter of racial and relimous minorities. 

The growing sufferings of the persecuted minority mn Germany 
and the menace of the growing exodus call for fmendly but firm inter- 
cession with the German Government, by all pacific means, on the 
part of the League of Nations, of its Member-States and other members 
of the community of nations. 

Pity and reason alike must inspire ‘the hope that intercession will 
meet with response. Without such response, the problems caused 
by the persecution of the Jews and .the “non-Aryans ” will not be 
solved by philanthropic action, but will continue to constitute a 
danger to international peace and a source of injury to the legitimate 
interests of other states. 
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“ This is the Function of the League” 

15. The efforts of the private orgamsations and of any League 
organisation for refugees can only mitigate a problem of growing 
gravity and complexity. -In the present econorme conditions of the 
world, the Buropean States, and even those overseas, have only a 
limited power of absorption of refugees. The problem must be 
tackled at its source if disaster 1s to be avoided. 

This is the function of the League, which 1s essentially an associa- 
tion of states for the consideration of matters of common concern. 
The Covenant empowers the Council and the Assembly to deal with 
any matter within the sphere of activity of the League or affecting 
the peace of the world. The effort of the League to ensure: respect 
for human personality, when not grounded on express provisions of 
the Covenant or international treaties, has a sure foundation in the 
fact that the protection -of the individual from racial and religious 
intolerance 1s a vital condition of international peace and security. 

16. I am appending tg this letter a comprehensive analysis of 
the German legislation, adroimstrative decrees and jurisprudence, as 
well as of then effects on the problem of refugees. 

17. I feel bound: to conclude this letter on a personal note. 
Pnor to my appointment as High Commissioner for Refugees Coming 
from Germany, and in particular during the fourteen. years following 
the War, I pave ith former ottice frequent and tangible proot of 
my concern that justice be done to the German people. But con- 
vinced as T am that desperate suffering in the countries adjacent to 
Germany, and an even more ternble human calamity within the 
German trontiers, are inevitable unless present tendencies in the Reich 
are checked or reversed, | cannot remain silent. I am convinced that 
it is the duty of the High Commussioner for German Refugees, in 
tendering his resignation, to express an Opinion on the essential 
elements of the task with which the Council of the League entrusted 
lim. When domestic policies threaten the demoralisation. and exile 
of hundreds of thousands of human beings, considerations of diplo- 
matic correctness must yield to those of common humanity. I should 
be recreant if I did not call attention to the actual situation, and 
plead that world opinion, acting through the League and its Member- 
States and other countries, move to avert the existing and impending 
tragedies.

ANALYSIS OF THE PERSECUTION — 


Anti-Jew Campaign in Detail 
EMIGRATION ESSENTIAL AND IMPOSSIBLE 


The letter is followed by a thirty-four-page Annex containing 
an analysis of the measures in Germany against “non-Aryans” and 
of their effects in creating refugees. The introduction emphasises 
that the Nuremberg laws of September 15th fundamentally changed 
the situation. By then 80,000 victims had fled abroad and the 
remainder still nursed the hope that racial discrimination would be 
moderated. That hope has now to be abandoned, and in Mr 
MacDonald’s words “these outcasts have become a reservoir from 
which more and ever more refugees will flow into neighbouring lands.” 

The analysis of discriminatory legislation that follows is detailed 
and the authorities quoted throughout the Annex are nearly always 
official German publications. The second chapter outlines the adminis 
strative measures that have implemented this legislation and the 
extra-legal Party activity that has been carried on in its spirit, In 
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Chapter Three we see the application of racial law by the courts under 
the headings: (1) the Doctrine of Racial Inequality before the Law; 
[ 2) Judges as Agents of the National Socialist Party ; and (3) Latitude 
given to Judges through the abolition of the guarantees of a fair trial. 


Ultimate Purpose of Nazi Government 
The final chapter is entitled “Unwelcome Guests ” 
the situation. “The programme of the German Government,” it 
opens, “.... requires that these ‘unwelcome guests’ should be forced 
to leave their homes in Germany. That this is the ultimate purpose 
of the National Socialist Government is evidenced both by the legisla- 
tion which has already been put into effect and by the official state- 
ments of its leaders. This intent has been reflected particularly in the 
denationalisation imposed upon ‘non-Aryans” and others who have 
not found favour with the Government, in the imprisonment of return- 
im; cefugees, and in the refusal to sanction any measures of re-training 
or rehabilitation of ‘non-Aryans’ except those which would lead to 
thar mass emigration.” 
We give the concluding review of the refugee problem. verbatim : 
“ Thus, having left no field of activity open to ‘non-Aryans,’ having 
taken from them their civil as well as political rights, forcing them to the 
desperate conclusion that the land to which they had given their life's energies 
and their wholehearted allegiance regarded them as outcasts and aliens, the 
National Socialist Government allows only one escape from the trap it has 
sel——emigration. But even emigration is a desperate way out. For, it is 
only as penniless and virtually stateless that most *‘ pon-Aryans’ may leave 
Germany to seek asylum elsewhere. If, on the one hand, their intolerable 
position forces them to seek escape at any cost, and if they are made to realise 
that their presence in Germany is no longer wanted, many are faced on the 
other with a no less terrible fate—the poverty and insecurity which awaits 


them as homeless refugees. Yet, despite these conditions, over 60,000 
individuals have emigrated.

Statistics of Refugees 


“ Approximately 20 per cent. of the refugees up to the present time have 
been professional workers: lawyers, doctors, teachers, scientists. Among the 
humber of refugees, also, are 700 professors, scholars and scientists, leaders in 
the academic life of Germany, including two Nobel Prize winners in science. 
15 to 20 per cent. are non-Jewish by confession and forced to leave Germany 
either because of their ideas (as pacifists, members of the political parties in 


_ the German Republic which have been proscribed. by the National Socialist 
' regime, Protestants and Catholics who have protested against certain pagan 


tendencies which their consciences forbade them to accept, trade union 
leaders and intellectuals who are regarded as unassimilable in the totalitarian 
state) or because they have been defined as * non-Arvans’ according to thd 
racial formula, theugh they may be Christians (that is, because they have 
a strain of Jewish ancestry or have married * non-Aryans’). The majority 
are small merchants, crafbemen,-commercial!l agents and cleris. Thousands are 
students who have been unable to contimue their studies. 

“The majority originally took refuge in the countries of Europe immedi- 
ately bordering upon Germany. France was at one time host to 30,000, and 
it is estimated that 20,000 of them have been sent on from there to other 
countries. In the Netherlands, 5,263 refuwees were registered. Czechoslovakia 
also has given asylum for over 5,000 individuals. No less than 36,800 


refugees had, by June 15th, 1925, gone overseas—to Palestine, the United 
States, South America ay! South Africa. 

“Perhaps at no timeNy history have conditions been less favourable to 
the settlement of such a difficult international problem. The severe and 
lingering economic depression has made recovery by the creation of new 
employment opportunities the chief pre-occupation of Governments. The 


lands of immigration which once needed and enconraged the influx of foreign 
workers are closed. . Commerce and the professions, the two main occupations 
of the refugees from Germany, find themselves especially in a state of 
contraction rather than of expansion. 


What Emigrants May Take With Them 


“The economic condition of the refugees from Germany its made doubly 
worse by the requirements relative to emigration imposed by the National 
Socialist Government. The German ‘currency laws render it impossible for 
emigrants to take their property with them, and result in practical confisca- 
tion of the property by the Government. The Reichdeviséustelle demands 
from refugees a sum amounting to 25 per cent. of their property in Germany 
as a Reichfluchtsteuer (emigration tax). But, even the 75 per cent. remain- 
ing has to be left in Germany. as so-called Sperrmarks which in foreign 
countries are worth even less. than 30 per cent. of their face value. Thus, 
at most, only one-fifth of a refugee’s property and savings in Germany is 
allowed bim; four-fifths of it is taken directly or indirectly by the National 
Socialist Government. In actual fact, moreover, even this one-fifth is not 
realised. For, the value of the property owned by ‘ non-Aryans’ and other 
potential emigrants within Germany has been brought down by the boycott 
and the forced hquidation of *‘ non-Aryan’ business which is encouraged by 
the Government. Thus, prospective emigrants are induced to sell their 
property at a figure far below its real value, and are only able to retain one- 
fifth of the already reduced sum. This process of governmental expropriation 
has rendered the economic condition of thonsands of refugees one of depend- 
ency and forces them to seek charity and assistance. Eventually, and after 
they have exhausted their slim resources, they will increasingly be forced to 
become dependent upon relief. 

“ But, their legal position is even more precarious. Over 4,000 individuals 
have had their nationality withdrawn by the German Government since 
January, 1934, and most of them are residing as stateless refugees, subject 
to constant insecurity and even expulsion in countries outside of Germany. 
Thousands more are stateless without denationalisation. Still thousan 
more are without German passports, though they be German nationals. And 
even those who still retam valid German passports and possess Cierman 
nationality are virtually stateless because of the refusal of the German 
consular and diplomatic authorities to grant them the necessary papers or 

tect them as Germans. In numerous instances, moreover, their passports 

ve been confiscated by the German consular authorities. As a result, a 
large proportion of the refugees from Germany are deprived of the most 
elementary rights of security, and are subject to the fear and danger of 
expulsion at any time. Many are considered to be illegally within their 
countries of refuge, and at the same time it is impossible for them to leave 
for another without violating the law. lf a notice of expulsion is issued, 
they face either the prospect of returning to Germany, from whose intolerable 
persecution they have and where they will be placed im concentration 
camps, or being cast into prison for illegal entry upon their expulsion into 
a country other than Germany, or evading the expulsion order and thereby 
becoming subject to imprisonment as criminals. 

“The psy and spiritual effects of these conditions can hardly 
be over-staied. The number of suicides, the distortion of minds and the 
breaking down of bodies, the deaths of children through malnutrition—are 
tragic witness to these consequences,” 


Dutch Honour for Mr. McDonald 


Queen Wilhelmina of Holland has conferred the commandership 
of the Order of Orange Nassau on Mr. J. G. McDonald for his services 
as High Commissioner for Refugees from Germany. It was the Dutch 
delegation at Geneva that, in 1933, proposed that the League of 
a should appoint a High Commissioner to deal with the German 

ugees.

“ Worse Than Slavery ” 
SILENCE IN BERLIN 


Mr. McDonald's letter of resignation has provoked the British 
press into a reaffirmation of the feelings of horrar with which 
Britain, without distinction of party or creed, regards the barbarous 
persecution of Jews by Nazi Germany. The letter has been given 
prominence in most newspapers, and leading articles have appeared 
in THe TIMES, MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, DAtLy TELEGRAPH, NEWS 
CHRONICLE, WESTERN MAIL and STAR. 

The Geneva correspondent of the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN 
writes that: “ Mr. McDonald's frank letter has created a profound 
impression in Geneva, where the international crisis has served to 
distract attention from the conditions in Germany. Most of the 
decrees and laws mentionegl in the annexe have appeared in 
the press at the time of their promulgation, but their publhica- 
tion in complete form bas served as a timely reminder of the 
plight of Jews and non-Aryans under Nazi rule, a_ plight 
which is being aggravated rather than diminished. As one 
League observer remarked to me, the document reveals 
conditions far worse than the worst report of slavery ever 
submitted to the League. It is not vet known what steps will be 
taken by the League in view of Mr. McDonald's resignation. The 
formation of a League organisation to take over all refugee worl, 
including that of the Nansen Refugee Office, is already under con- 
sideration following a proposal made by the Norwegian Government 
in the Assembly in September, and it is expected that an attempt 
will be made by the January Council to hasten a definite decision on 
this matter.” 

According to the Jewish Teleqraphic Agency, great consternation 
was caused in German Government circles when the.text of the 
letter of resignation became known. Although Germany is no 
longer a member of the League, there is nothing tha Nazis fear so 
much as co'lective steps which the League might take with regard 
to Germany, particularly in view of the measures enforced by the 
League against Italy. In German circles the fear is expressed that 
if the League approves Mr. McDonald's recommendation that 
diplomatic correctness should give way to considerations. of 
humanity, it might take collective procedure against Germany, 
especially since France, which has borne the brunt of the refugee 
wave, bas long been demanding that the League should force 
Germany's obedience although she is no longer a member. 

The German people are being kept in the dark about the 
McDonald recommendations, no report having appeared in the Press. 
The Berlin Correspondent of THe Times comments on this silence as 
follows: “It is understandable that Mi. MeDonald’s devastating 
report should be unwelcome. It not only contirms all that has been 
published in Tue Times and other forergn newspapers about the per- 
secution of the Jews and others, but shows with what restraint the 
subject had been reported. It should be realised, however, that under 
present conditions the German public can be and often is wholly 
isolated from events outside. So far the news of Mr. McDonald's 
resignation and some idea of the reasons are known in Germany only to 
those officials who have access to the private reports from abroad, 
to German newspaper representatives, who are told daly what they 
are not to mention, and to the few thousand readers of foreign news- 
papers. All these, until the ‘ whispering post,’ common to countries 
under dictatorship, gets under way, are a mere handful. It has become 
a commonplace to talk of each New Year as a year of decisions. 
Meanwhile, German propagandists are ending the year 1935 in 
stating in unison that Germany has been an ‘island of tranquillity’ 
m a Europe and a world gone mad. GerMany, under her present 
Press regime, has becme insular. It may be useful to remember this 
if,as the Nazis hope, thousands of foreign visitors come to Germany 
for the Olympic Games in 1936 and, accordance with elaborate 
preparations, are shown a superficially smiling land and told that all 
they have heard at home were in the nature of ‘ atrocity tales.’ The 
foreign visitors in mentioning, say, Mr. MeDonald’s letter may well 


be met with such an obviously sincere ignorance that they may wonder 
whether, after all, they were mistaken.2’ 


WHY HE RESIGNED 
Mr. McDonald's Statement to the Press 


Mr. McDonald, in a Press Conference in New York, in which 
he explained the reason for his resignation, emphasised the need for 
the League to take action striking at the roots of the refugee problem. 

“ My resignation as High Commissioner does not mean that the 
refugee question is solved,” Mr. McDonald declared. “It is quite 
the contrary. That problem resulting from the National Socialist 
oppression of Jews and Christian ‘ non-Aryans’ and also those ‘Aryan’ 
Catholics and Protestants, who, for their conscience’ sake have resisted 
the totalitarian dogma of the Nazi State, is graver to-day than at any 
other time since April, 1933. 

“I have resigned because the steady intensification of National 
Socialist intolerance has brought about a situation which trans- 
cends consideration of relief or settlement. Only the League of 
Nations can deal with the crisis. It alone can concern itself directly 
with the roots of the problem and those factors which are creating 
refugees. | 

“ Though henceforth I shall have no official connection with this 
quesion, I intend to do everything I can in my personal capacity to.

Ministry of Interior Bans Jews 
THOUSANDS TO BE THROWN*OUT OF WORK 


According to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency drastic instructions 
issued to the police on Christmas Eve as an administrative order of 
the Ministrv of the Interior will, after the New Year, deprive over 
30.000 Jews of their means of livelihood. The instructions provide 
that the police authorities are not to renew the permits of Jewish 
commercial travellers, which ’ are customarily renewed between 
Christmas and the New Year. Without such a licence, no commercial 
traveller has the right to canvass merchandise in any distniet other 
than the one in which his firm has its headquarters. The order was 
issued on the grounds that “Jews are no longer politically reliable.” 
Jewish travellers are. according to the explanation, a great danger to 
the Nazi Reich since, if permitted to travel, they constitute an element 
hkely to spread atrocity stories In various parts of the country. Re 

So wTrave may he the consequences of this ord r, that Jewish 
leaders on Christmas Day urgently appealed to Dr. Schacht, accord- 
‘ng to the J.T.A., for immediate action to nullify the order of the 
Ministry of the Interior. Should the instructions not be. rescinded, 
over 2,000 families in Berlin alone will be deprived of their means of 
livelihood. The total number of Jewish commercial travellers is larger 
than the total number of Jews engaged in the legal, medical and all 
the other professions. It is estimated by Jewish leaders that between 
20.000 and 40.000 Jews earn their living on the road. The J.T.A. 
Correspondent was told at the Ministry of Economics that, according 
te official data, there are 24,384 Jewish commercial travellers. Aceord- 
ing to reliable estimates of Jewish organisations, however, the number 
is much larger. 

In addition to this sweeping measure, the instructions. provide, 
cave the J.T.A., that the police should not issue licences to Jewish 
manufacturers who wish to employ commercial travellers, on the

GEORG KARESKI 
Approves of .Ghetto Laws 
INTERVIEW IN DR. GOEBBELS' *‘ ANGRIFF " 


The Anocrirr, the organ of Dr. Goebbels, has published a full- 
page interview with Georg Kareski, the Jew who has aceepted 
office under the Nazi Government as Reich Commissioner for 
Jewish Cultural Affairs.

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HOW TO CLOSE A STORE 
Accuse the Staff of “ Rassenschande” 


Unable to force the Magdeburg Jewish-owned department store 
Barasch Brothers to dismiss its Jewish employees, the local authorities 
adopted the novel course of bringing a wholesale charge of 
Rassenschande against Jews employed in the store. 

An official announcement by the Department of Justice in 
Magdeburg states that a number of Jewish empplogees, holding the 
inost responsible pusitions in the store, have been arrested “ for racial 
desecration ~ and the others have fled. The chief of police further 
announces that the owners of the store were forced by him to replace 
their staff inanager by a member of the Nazi Party, “ appointed by the 
chief of police.” . This, the announcement adds, does not vet mean 
that the firm is to be considered as non-Jewish. : 


The store, which was closed down, has now been permitted to 
re-open. 

At a special meeting of Party members in Magdeburg, the Nazi 
chief commissioner, Herr Krause, delivered a violent anti-Jewish 
address, urging the strictest application of the anti-Jewish laws. 


“INDIVIDUAL ACTION” PUNISHED 
A Welcome Exception 


Two Nazis have been sentenced in Karlsruhe to three months’ 
imprisonment for blackmailing and attacking a Jew in an effort to 
obtain his signature to a document stating that he cancelled a debt 
owed him by one of them. The debt consisted of a mortgage worth 
® thousand marks, which the victim of the attack had held since 1925. 

The public prosecutor demanded severe punishment, and he based 
his demand on the plea that the action of the defendants was definitely 


; against the will of Hitler, who was opposed to “ individual anti-Jewish 


actions.” The accused, he said, had therefore acted against the State 
as well as against the plaintiff by dragging the Jew into a room, 
beating him up and trying to force him to sign a document. 


DR. SCHACHT POWERLESS 
Jews Arrested for Appealing to Him 7 


The two Jewish owners of a department store in Iserlohn, West- 
phaha; together with their wives and the manager of the store have 
been arrested and held for thirty-six hours in protective custody for 
complaining to Dr. Schacht against the local authorities for compelling 
them to close the provisions section of their store. 

The complaint was submutted Dr. Schacht through a central 
Jewish organisation and resulted in the sending of a special investi- 
gator to Iserlohn. An anti-Jewish demonstration was thereupon staged 
before the department store, leading to the arrest of the five Jews, 
who were released after the withdrawal of their complaint and after 
they had agreed to sign a statement to the effect that they had closed 
the provisions department voluntarily “in the interests of the local 
retail traders.” 
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“RACIAL DESECRATION 
Three Months for a Kiss 


For kissing an “Aryan” girl with her consent, an eighteen-year- 
old Jewish boy has been sentenced by a court in Darmstadt to three 
months’ imprisonment. In handing-dowa the verdict, the court stated 
that “ although the girl wanted to be kissed, the accused should have 
known that under the present circumstances no such tenderness is 
permitted.” 

In Mannhein, a Jew was sentenced to one year’s imprisonment 
for Rassenschande because he maintained a three-year’s relationship 
with an “Aryan” woman after the Nuremberg laws had been pro- 
mulgated. The court emphasised that it was passing a mild sentence 
because the defendant was a veteran of the War. 


JEWISH FIRM CONFISCATED 


Owners Forced to Repay Profits 


The Jewish-owned business of Simson and Co. at Suhl, Thuringia, 
an important factory manufacturing small arms, sporting guns, saddles 
perambulators and machine parts, has been taken over by the Nazi 
Party. The factory was one of those permittcd to continue manufac- 
turing armaments under the Treaty of Versailles, and as such had a 
monopoly of certain Reich contracts. After the Nazi revolution, it is 
alleged, an investigation revealed that the firm, in violation of its 
agreement with the State, had made excess profits amounting to many 
million marks, and at the same time paid the lowest wages. The 
Simson family has not received a penny of compensation, but has been 
forced to surrender all its financial interests in the concern and to 
pay back several million marks “ excess profits.” . 


Adult Classes in Anti-Semitism 


Every civil servant in Northern Bavaria has been ordered to 
attend “ classes in anti-Semitism,” which are being held in over 1,000 
communities.

DANGERS FOR HEBREW CULTURE 
Continuing the remarkable series in HAOLOM on Hebrew 
Culture, Nahum Sokolow emphasises the all-embracing character 


of the old Jewish literature. . 

He dwells on the mistaken notion in even Jewish quarters that 
Hebrew literature is confined to religious questions. He quotes and 
expounds Biblical and post-Biblical literature, showing the com prehen- 
siveness of Jewish culture, extending to worldly affairs, political concepts 
and systems of government. He alludes to the rigorous constitu ions 
by which a king has, according to the Bible, to abide so as to preclude 
methods of dictatorship. The tragedy of Jewish national culture is, 
in his view, the same as the tragedy of the Jewish people. It lacks a 
unification and co-ordination. He deplores the tendency of modern 
Hebrew writers to ignore the old Hebrew culture. He severely con- 
dewns the tendercy in Jewish life to lack of thought, the result, he 
thinks, of increasing ignorance. Without bitterness but with much 
emphasis, Mr. Sokolow bemoans what he calls 4 comtemptuous attitude 
towards the ethical concepts inherent in Judaism. 

Even in Jewish National quarters it i¢ not sufficiently realised, says 
Mr. Sokolow, that the Hebrew cultural achievements in the remoter past 
are the very foundations on which Jewish cla'ms on Pal: stine rest. An 
economic upbuilding of Palestine by Jews without a foundation of Hebrew 
culture cannot be achieved. In Hebrew culture he includes not merely 
the Hebrew language but the style and character of Jewish life which 
must manifest themselves in every direction, and, above all, in the 
relations of man to man. In this connection he stresses the growing 
disregard by Jews of their fellow-Jews, the intolerance displayed to people 
of different views and the neglect of essential principles of Judaism in 
behaviour. The very foundations of Jewish culture, religious as well as 
ethical, are based principally on the relations between men,

WHAT IS A RABiI? | 


In the olden days, the title Rabbi was well defined. Certain 
qualities, a definite standard of Jewish leatning were essential. 
Nowdays, any man engaged in some clerical work can if he so wishes 
call himself a Rabbi. In the circumstances, it is not at all 
surprising that an American Judge was,unable to decide as to the 
exact definition of the title Rabbi. 

Referring to a recent case in a New York Court, where a Judge (not 
a Jew) was making an honest attempt to arrive at a con lusion on this 
point, the JEWISH EXPONENT observes that the scene can hardly bo said 
to have been inspirational. Different types of Jews had claimed the 
titles Shochetim, Mashgichim, overseers and heads of Rabbinical associa- 
tions. To these might be added Cantors, the common variety of 
reverends, the free-lance, the half-baked operatic stars, dividing their 
time and talent between the pulpit and the stage. For the sake of 
the emoluments and because of the railroad concessions, all these 
claim the title Rabbi, and when an opportunity is offered, they are 
ready to perform in their own way the duties of the office. Nothing is 
more illustrative of the chaotic condition of Jewish religious life in the 
United States, the paper says. The New York Jurist, brought face to face 
with this aspect of American Jewish religious life, might find consolation 
in the knowledge that this has been a source of vexation to a number of 
the religious leaders in the American Jewish community.

Bredetsky in Belgium 
THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL AND IMMIGRATION 


[From our Correspondent—ANTWERP | 
” Unusual interest was shown in a mass Meeting which was held 
at Autwerp last week, at which Professor Brodetsky delivered an 
address.. Mr. N. Torezyner, President of the Belgian Zionist 
Federation, presided. 

A thousand people crowded the large hall of the Diamantkring 
and many could not obtain admission. 

Professor Brodetsky said that two unpleasant things bad 
happened to Jews in Palestine recently ; the reduced schedule and 
the Legislative Council.

The Origin of the Balfour: Declaration 
From Mr. LEON SIMON, C.B. 


To the Editor of Tus Jewisu CHRONICLES 


Sir.—Mr. Landman’s notions of “conclusive proof” are scarcely 
what one would expect of a lawyer. Challenged to substantiate his 
statement that he could “prove conclusively” by quotations that Lord 
Balfour had in mind a “Jewish State,” he quotes one passage which 
is just as vague and inconclusive as the one quoted in his original 
address, and another (from a platform speech to a Jewish audience) 
which speaks of “that small miche... . being given to the (Jewish) 
people.” Against these quotations there are numerous passages I 
Lord Balfour's published speeches in which he refers to “a Jewish 
Home”—not even, be it noted, “a Jewish National Home.” If he 
meant “Jewish State,” why did he always deliberately refrain from 
using the expression or anything like it? . 

As regards the intentions of the Government generally, the state- 
ment attributed to Mr. Malcolm, that “the Jews were to have every 
help .... to build up Palestine into a Jewish State,” remains just 
as unsupported as it was before. Mr. Landman quotes no utterance 
of any British Statesman in its support, except the “Judea for the 
Jews” of Lord Robert Cecil (as he then was). If this had to be 
regarded as more than a picturesque phrase, quite intelligible in its 
setting, one would have to point out that “Judea” is not Palestine. 
For the rest, Mr. Landman makes great play with newspaper 
headlines and statements; but these are not evidence as to the 
intentions of the Cabinet. 

As I pointed out in my previous letter, when it came to the 
actual framing of a declaration of policy, the Statesmen concerned 
deliberately rejected a phrase which might have lent colour to the 
idea that they meant a “Jewish State,” and substituted one into which, 
to say the least, it is more difficult to read that intention. Yet Mr. 
Landman would have us believe that “the fullest help in building 
up a Jewish State” was “definitely promised and clearly intended by 
responsible British Statesmen in 1917.” I must confess that this 1s 
entirely beyond me. 

I seem to have laid myself open to misunderstanding by saying 
that it seemed to me not to matter much whether British Statesmen 
intended a “Jewish State” or not. It had not oecurred to me then that 
Mr. Landman was going to maintain that the actual terms of the 
Balfour Declaration—which is, of course, a morally binding promise 
—meant and could only mean a “Jewish State.” I did not expect 
that, because the contention seems to me absolutely untenable. What 
I had in mind was simply this: that, as the actual promise is clearly 
not a promise of a “Jewish State,” it would matter little even if it 
could be shown (as in my view it cannot) that the Statesmen con- 
cerned really had a “Jewish State” at the back of their minds, because 
the position then would be that the event had proved their intention 
to be, in present circumstances, unrealisable from their point of view. 
If I sent Mr. Landman a signed document saying: “I will give you 
some money,’ having in mind at the time a figure of £100, he might 
be able to insist on my giving him “some money,” but he would, I 
think, be hard put to it to make good a claim for £100 when I had 
deliberately refrained from committing myself to that extent. Least 
of all could he insist that I must give him £100 here and now.

WATCHWORD OF “LABOUR AND SORROW ” 
HONEST BUT MISTAKEN POLICY 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM| 


With almost bland if inexorable momentum, the scheme of a 
Legislative Council has come into being in Palestine, and is. at the 
moment of writing, furnishing a profuse polemic for both the 
Jewish and Arab populations; the former because it has been 
Jaunched in spite of their very reasoned objections and fears, and 
the latter because it is a shuttlecock of individual factional interests. 

“ To take or not to take,” is a dilemma among the Arab leaders 
and those who would be leaders and who are governed more by group 
prejudices and qualifications than by any consideration for the public 
weal. Obviously the Council commends itself as offering an oppor-. 
tunity for unparalleled agitation, if not overt, because prohibited 
under the standing orders, then at least covered under the guise of 
parliamentary discussion. Yeton the other hand, acceptance of the 
Council and election or selection to membership will argue an 
acquiescence in the Mandate which contemporary Arab nationalism 
regards as its fundamental anathema. 

From the Jewish point of view, it would be unwise to regard 

the foisting of the Council upon the country’s constitutional system 
as anything in the nature of a catastrophe, or to harbour any undue 
forebodings on the point. After all, the work will go on, the Jewish 
people will combat every attempt to hamper or halt their enterprise 
and the universal Jewish regard for Palestine will in no way be 
tempered or diminished because of a step.in disregard of their 
rational viewpoint. As Dr. Weizmann told the High Commissioner, 
in announcing the Jewish unanimity of opposition, “ we are terribly 
sorry!’ ' He might well have added that it would be the Jewish 
slogan in Palestine in the future, as the. Psalmist said in his time, 
“ vet is their strength labour and sorrow.” 
+ ° Particularly impressive was the statement made by Rabbi 
Blau, on behalf of the Agudath Israel. In a most statesmanlike 
declaration he outlined the attitude of the Agudat Israel in no 
uncertain terms, drawing attention to the political drawbacks and 
the ethico-religious incongruities contained in the Legislative 
Council proposal. 

lt is hardly conceivable that the High Commissioner, in making 
the statement to the Jewish people of Palestine and the world, 
expected an answer of anything in the nature of,“ I delight in 
thy law.” It should be fully realised by world Jewish and, 
indeed, non-Jewish opinion, that if the action of the Palestine 
Government, and especially of its High Commissioner, who has 
proved so determined an advocate of even the slight »measure of 
self-government which the Legislative Council embodies, was con- 
sistent with previous policy and true to form, the Jewish attitude 
was equally as consistent and true to their own form. 


THE JUBILEE FOREST _ 


Summed up in a nutshell, the Jewish view remains unaltered 
that the Council is an untimely and premature measure, it fails to 
have regard to fundamental! obligations in the Balfour Declaration 
and the Mandate concerning the establishment of a Jewish National 
Home for world Jewry at large and not for a static population, and 
it attempts to segregate the Yishuv in the position of a perpetual 
and closed minority by law incapable of expansion for 
years to come. 

It now must be seen whether the Council, assuming it is ogreed 
upon by the Arab representatives (who are the envoys of only a 
few hundred townsfolk partisans, and who have not even been 
elected by a democratic suffrage by their alleged constituents), will 
achieve the purpose which has been set by an honest and sincere 
if mistaken policy.

It is reported in Jerusalem that negotiations are now expecte | 
between the High Commissioner and the Jewish and Arab leadgrs— 
on the Legislative Council proposals. The High CommisssdOner is 
anxious to hear any counter proposals from both sides, as/ both he 
and the Colonial Office regard many points in the proposals as only 
a basis for further negotiations. 

It is also considered probable that the exemption of land pur 
chase and immigration from the competence of the Legislative 
Council will be offered as concessions to the Jews.

The Labour Party and its ally, the Progressive Zionist Party, 
just failed to gain a majority at the Tel-Aviv Municipal Eleetions. 
The Histadrut gained six seats, an increase of one over their 
membership in the previous Municipal Council, while the 
Progressives had one in the person of Dr. Felix Rosenblueth, the 
well-known lawyer and Zionist leader, as representative of German, 
Austrian and other * Teuton " Jewish communities in the city. 

The Right Wing had seven seats, with Mr. Dizengoff taking the 
“ casting’ seat. The veteran Mayor of Tel-Aviv, who has presided 
over its fortunes off and or for the past twenty-six 
cannot be regarded as a“ party” man. Apart from the fact tliat he 
had his own personal list at the recent polls and took nosbhare in 
the political electioneering, he is so much identified with the city 
per se rather than with any particular factional interest, and his 
name is so nearly synonymous with Tel-Aviv, that it would be doing 
him less than justice to place him in any category save his own. 

Negotiations are now proceeding for a Coalition Council which 
will work forthe best interests of the city. Tel-Aviv will certainly 
need such attention to its welfare during the coming four years. 
The complex problems*f this growing city, its congestion, its need 
of public institutions, would be a tax uponany civic administration 
of an area four and five times its size. Criticism has been 
voiced against the Jewish city because of its allegedly haphazard 
manner of growth, its unsymmetrical character, and many of its 
tulmittedly unsuitable features. With the correction of these the 
Municipal Council will have to contend, and their task will be no 
light one.

New Immigration Schedule 
CERTIFICATES RESERVED FOR ILLEGAL SETTLERS 


The Jewish labour immigration schedule for Palestine for the 
six-month period beginning October Ist, 1955, provides for 4,559 
certificates, it was learned last week. From this total will be 
deducted the 1,000 certificates .already advanced to the Jawish 
Agency, and 1,200 certificates will be held in reserve for tourists 
who have overstayed their leave and other illegal settlers. An 
additional 250 certificates will be reserved by the Government for 
contingencies, and 1,900 certificates are allocated from the total 
for relatives of labourers already settled in Palestine. 

It is understood that the Jewish Agency had submitted a 
request for 11,000 certificates. 

The total Jewish unemployment in Palestine, according to the 
Government estimate, is 3,500. 

The Jewish Agency has not yet agreed to accept this schedule, 
It is opposing the reservation of 1,200 certificates for the legalisation 
of illegal settlers, arguing that the number of certificates for this 
purpose is excessive.

A new immigration law providing severer penalties against 
illegal immigrants is to be promulgated shortly. The law is directed 
not only against illegal immigrants, but also against those who 
smuggle them into the country as well as against ships of certain 
tonnages which bring them to Palestine. 


Government Grants for Open Spaces 


Addressing the Haifa Municipality in conpection with the 
special grants made by the Palestine Government for open spaces 
in Jerusalem, Haifa, Tel Aviv and Jaffa, Sir Arthur Wauchope said 
that a condition of the grant was that each municipality should 
contribute to a certain exterft towards the objective, so necessary 
for tlle well-being of the people of the large and expanding towns. 

“You will remember,” Sir Arthur continued, “ that in 1985—86 
the grant-in-aid was £18,000. But in order to assist Haifa in 1986—87, 
when so much road development will be necessary, the Government 
has decided to make an exceptional grant of some £15,900, or a total 
of over £34,000.” 

Referring to the need in Haifa for a new water supply and a 
new drainage scheme, Sir Arthur pointed out that considerable 
technical difficulties had been encountered in connection with both 
those very necessary schemes. The Government of Palestine, there. 
fore, had arranged that consulting engineers should be sent out very 
shortly from England to supervise the planning and execution of 
both the water supply and drainage system.

A JEW IN FLEET STREET 
The Truth about a Journalist, by Sydney A. Moseley (Pitman, 10s.). 


Mr. Moseley, who has not only made a name in journalism which 
Fleet Street respects, but has made Fleet Street use that name and pay 
for it almost from the word ‘‘vo,’’ spends 154 pages on his own personal 
adventures in journalism. He is

Having scored off Mr. Moseley thus 
far, we must now let hum seore off 
us. There are nineteen pages in fhis 
hook which are not only worth all 
the other 300 odd. but are the most 
courageous and valuable’ contribu-

The Press 
has its faults—the old-fashioned newspapers, in or outside London, have 
very few—but the lawyers were never fit to be entrusted with their 
censorship or correction, The general public, which expects its morning 
and é¢vening newspaper as regularly as the dawn and the sunset, ought 
to take an active hand in liberating its newspapers from the thraldom 
of blackmail and the exactions of fantastic and swollen damages for 
hibels which are, as often as not, the honest but injudicious truth.

The Frontiers of England, by Sir Arthur Willert (Heinemann, 
10s. 6d.). 

This work records the impressions of a European tour made last 
summer to study the international situation. The author has had diplo- 
matic experience in the British Foreign Office and as a member of the 
British delegation to the Disarmament Conference. He travelled through 
Germany, visited Danzig, the Polish Corridor, Czechoslovakia, Austria 
and Italy. Upon the general questions which attracted Sir Arthur’s 
attention, and will most certainly absorb his readers’ mind, this is not 
the place to comment. For us, the light he is able to throw upon the 
present and future position of the Jews in Germany and elsewhere is the 
central interest of his book. 

Though he mercifully abstains from recording details of the barbaric 
brutalities and the cold pogrom that is destroying the body and soul of 
German Jewry, he lifts the curtain sufficiently“for us to gaze into the 
torture chamber. It is true that he found Germans among his friends 
and acquaintances who do not approve of the Nazi persecutions. But 
their voices are silenced, for it is of the essence of dictators that they must 
control all organs of opinion, and exercise such terror that even the 
mildest disapproval, publicly expressed, of their sadist regime is fraught 
with danger to their fellow countrymen. Hence Sir Arthur rightly 
suppresses the names of his informants who spoke freely to him. 

By means of constant and uncontradicted propaganda, Hitler and 
his myrmidons have eenvinced their dupes that the Jews and Communists 
were responsible for Germany’s defeat. This legend, so comforting to the 


real culprits, has been the. excuse for opening the floodgates 
The Jewish question 1s, of course, not Sir Arthur's main topte, ae an 
few pages he devotes to it, gloomy though they are, nevertheless cleservo 
eur attention as the work of a trained and acute observer with many 
eontacts m high places Among continental governments. i

Messrs. W. Heffer and Sons, Ltd., have published, for the Academie 
Freedom Committee, the Report of the Conference on Academic Free- 
dom. held at Oxford last August (2s. 6d.). Among the leading spints of 
the Conference was Professor H. Levy, an address by whom, on the 
utilisation of science, is printed in full. The only paper of specifically 
Jewish interest was one delivered by Professor Norman Bentwich at 
the session which dealt with International Professional Relief. He spoke 
with admirable compression, restraint and objectivity on the problem 
of the 1.200 “non Aryan” University teachers and professors dismissed 
from the German Universities, and the attempts made to establish 
them elsewhere. ‘‘Their presence in other countries,’ he stated; “would 
fertilise scholarship as significantly as the migration: of Byzantine 
scholars that preceded and produced the Renaissance. Despite this 
outstanding paper, the deepest rnpression which the volume produces 
‘¢ that it is not only the Jew who is suffering from the new spirit which 
is bewmnimg (though not. fortunately, in England) to make itself felt 
in the Universities and in the teaching proféssion as a whole. 


The new Wuo’s Wuo (A. and C. Black, £3) 1s here, with 3,729 
pages of biographies, an increase of thirty-five on last year’s edition. 
As a work of reference there ts, of course, no need to recommend tt; 
now. mn its eighty-eighth vear, it is as much a British institution as the 
House of Commons or Trial by Jury. How many realise, however, that 
it ean provide a good deal of entertainment: Its weight, it is true, 
makes it rather unwieldy for reading in bed (it turns the scale at 4 ibs. 
13 oz.). but. nevertheless, it is well worth dipping into just for fun. Many 
distinguished people (including some of the notabilities of our own 
Community, whieh is. as usual, well represented) reveal themselves im 
their entnes in Wuo’s Wao.

First Commissioner of Works (H.M. Stationery Office, Is.), 1s the 
first of a series of illustrated regional guides to Ancient Monuments under 
the ownership or guardianship ef H. M. Office of Works. It 1s well 
printed and illustrated with many fine reproductions of photographs, and 
cloth bound in a size convenient for the pocket. . York Castle, with tts 
tragic associations for Anglo-Jewry, falls within its scope. 


‘Tur Sovuru anp East Arrican Year Book Anp Guipe, issued for the 
Union-Castle Mail Steamship Company, Ltd», by Sampson Low, Marston 
and Co., Ltd. (2s. 6d.), represents, for anyone interested in Afrecan 
affairs, practically a free gift. There gre over a thousand pages of 
interesting information and an atlas of sixty-four pages of Bartholomews’ 
maps. Jewish statistics are’'to be found in their proper place, and there 
is a reference to the revival of the ‘‘ Angola project.” 


The January issue of Pearson's (1s.) contains a splend@dly illustrated 
article by Mr. Harold J. Shepstone entitled “‘ The Birth of a Nation,” 
deseribing the Jewish Re-settlement in Palestine.

My Dear 


There are still good, earnest Christians who desire to 


convert 
Jews to Christianity. 


lt is a little diflicult to understand their 
motives. Is it that they are really convinced that” he that believeth 
and is baptised shall be saved; but he that disbelieveth shall be 
condemned”: saved, presumably from hell-fire: condemued, to 
some punishment or other? In order, therefore, to save Jews from 
hell-fire they strive strenuously to make Jews “see the light.” Or 
is it that they are so suffused with a feeling of goodness by being 
Christians, that they wish to give others the happiness which 
istheirs? 

In either event the matter is not so simple. It must first be 
established that hell-fire punishment is waiting for men and 
women ; further, that it is waiting for those who “ disbelieve” and 
are not baptised. A mere statement of these theses does not suffice. Ef 
the second suggestion be adopted, the question appears to be germane: 
Is there not a touch of religious smugness in the attitude? 
Christianity may bring happiness to many. but may not Judaism do 
so likewise?

Was it really 
necessary to bring to the light of the twentieth century these musty 
and dusty documents of the Dark Ages? Even the well-meaning 
editor appears to be a little doubtful, for he admits that “in general, 
the missionary of to-day will find little in these old writers which 
he can still dare to use.” ‘The old writers are hardly a complimen- 
tary advertisement of Christianity at its best, and it was an error 
of judgment not to let them lie forgotten in the libraries of the 
learned. 

Even in their own day these protagonists of Christianity 
achieved little result, especially as many of them were renegades 
from Judaism. A renegade is the worst possible agent to win his 
former friends to his way of tliinking, the more so as Jews have 
always been suspicious of the motives of Jews who have gone over 
to Christianity. That some Jews adopted Christianity out of 
conviction cannot be gainsaid. But they are few in number, and 
missionaries if they are honest with themselves will admit this fact. 
Perhaps there is more than a grain of truth in the two lines under 
an anti-Jewish sculpture in the Cathedral Church of Freising.

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DEATH OF LORD READING 


A GREAT AND ROMANTIC CAREER 


We deeply regret to announce the death of the Marquess of 
Reading at his London’ residence, at the age of seventy-tive. His 
lordslup, who had been suffering trom eardiae asthma, caught a chill 
a fortnight aco. Over the week-end, his condition became very grave, 
and he died from heart failure on Monday afternoon. 

Rufus Daniel Isaacs was born in London on October 10th, [Tso00. 
He was the second son ol Mr. Joseph M. Isaacs, il produce Phere hant 
in the City, afd nephew of Sir Henry Aaron Isaacs, at one time Lord 
Mavor of London. Lord Reading's brother was the late Mr, Godtrey 
lcanes:. His vounger sister, Esther, marned the well-known dramatist, 
the late Alfred Sutro, and hus elder sister, Frances, inarnred Mr. 
Albert Kevzer. of Paris, a well-known journalist. Rufus Isaacs was 
educated: at Northwick College, of which the late Rev. A, P. Mendes 
was Principal, at Kalin’s School, Brussels, afterwards at University 
College School, again at Brussels, where he acquired a good know- 
ledce of French, and at Hanover, where he not only learned German, 
but was given the great advantage of the fine system of general 
edueation for which the Hanover Schools were then noted. As a child, 
he already gave evidence of the remarkable retentive faculty and 
concentration power which stood hint im such excellent stead in lis 
etrenuous caree) It ‘is said. that 
voung Tsaacs could learn poetry at 
clouble the rate of any other child ow 
of his age, and that, as he grew alltel 
older, he astomshed hus school- i 
master by his oft of concentration. 

Lord Reading used to say that hus a 
power of memory was born with 
lim. He was not, however, by any 
means an ideal pupil, and ins 
escapades were a trequent source 
of anxiety to wis teachers, none ot 
whom, it 1s safe to sat, would have 
prophesied his brilhant future. 

Lord Reading’s fancy, curiously 
enough, wandered oceanward, and 
he went to sea. jut. after this 
brief interlude, he became agent at 
Magdebure for his father’s firm. 
His next move brought him to 
thie Stock Exchange, where, it is 
said. ‘he used to “bang. Peruvians 
and box with “Jatk” Angle. . His 
Stock . Exchange career was not, 
however. a’ success, and he was 
“hammered.” It was, nevertheless, 
realised that thus ha 
result was due to ill-fortune, and 
not to any neglect or inethmency 
on the ol the young broker 
himseif, 


At Bar and Bench 


It was only when he turned to 
the law, however, that he found his 
true meter, He read in. the 
chambers ot Sir Lawson. Walton, 
and was “called” to the Bar by 
the Middle Temple in the year 
1887. 

He soon established a hugh repu- 
tation, particularly in. commercial 
eases. In 1898, he took silk, being 
then the youngest Queen’s Counsel 
at the English Bar. In 1904, he 
became a Bencher of his Inn. 
His repute was such that there 
was no supremely important case in which he was not briefed. 
Perhaps his most dramatic appearance was in the famous Whitaker 
Wright case. His speech upon that oecasion lasted eight hours, and 
was considered one of the most remarkable performances that any 
judge ever listened to. A solicitor who had instructed him in a certain 
case once remarked that, although it was the most complicated case 
in his expenence, Mr. Isaacs (as Lord Reading then was) came into 
court, after one night’s study of the facts, and conducted the case 
for two days almost without a note. “He knew more about that case 
and the intricacies of it,” said the solicitor, “than either of the 
principals, and could tell each of them more about their own doings 
than they knew themselves.” Lord Reading’s manner in court was 
the antithesis of that of the barrister, who purples in the face with 
anger and tears a passion to tatters. He never bulhed a witness or 
dictated to a jury, and rarely argued with a judge. His methods were 
the more deadly ones of sweet reasonableness. He was always good 
“tempered, and the height of courtesy. “When,” wrote one panegyrist 
of him, “you hear him unravel some difficult case and deal with some 
slippery witness (and his cross-examination is a marvel of penetrating 
serenity) you see at once the secret of his sucecess—a perfect grasp 
of his subject, and, perhaps chiefly, an invariable courtesy and charm 
of manner.” 

The enormous demand which arose for his services is illustrated 


by the following incident: In the year 1902, he was engaged in a 
case of much publi interest, and one which bristled with compheations 
and figures. Yet on one of the days in which the case was proceeding, 
while he was subrecting a witness to a cross-examunation, the memory 
at which re mains, as one writel has put if, as one of the most search- 
ing and brilliant even of his searching and brillant cross-examinations, 
he conducted and brought to a successful close no fewer than six 
other cases in different courts—opening in one, examining witnesses 
in another, winding up and addressing a jury in a third, and so forth, 

A wood story has been told of the effect of his cross-examinations 
on his victims. A surgeon whom he had had under the harrow in this 
way spoke to him thus afterwards: “I dreamed about you last night, 
Mr. Isaacs: vou have been a nightmare*to me. IT have hardly .slept 
since you ‘let me out of the box on Friday. I dreamed You had 
examined me. and I seemed to have nothing on except bones.” 

It was said that Lord Reading never troubled about the cheap 
device of making a flurried witness contradict lumself; but convinced 
the witness before long that his safest plan was to make a clean 
breast of the matter. His deadhest suggestions were, as often as not, 
taken in all seriousness by the witness, so blandly and innocently 
were they expressed. But his triumphs were not easily gained. He

Political Career 


This brings us to Lord Reading's 
political career. At one time he 
was a member of the local Hamp- 
stead Parhament. He led the 
Liberal Party in the Conservatorre 
where that assembly met. How- 

ever, he had more ambitious 
leanings than the mock parha- 
mentarisin of North-West London, 
In the year 1900, he stood at North 
Kensington for election to the real 
Parhament ‘at Westmunster, but 
was defeated. Four years later he 
entered the House of Commons as 
member for Reading—the borough 
once represented by another Jew 
(Sir Francis Goldsmid). 

In Mareh, 1910, Lord Reading 
was appointed Solicitor-General, in 
succession to Sir Samuel Evans. 
He was the second Jew to hold this 
position, Sur George Jessel having 
occupied it under Mr, Gladstone, in 
that statesman’s Government of 
1868-74. Shortly afterwards, on 
the promotion of Lord Robson to 
be a Lord of Appeal in Ordinary, 
Rufus Isaacs was made Attorney- 
General—a post to which no Jew 
had ever before been called. 

In June, 1912, he was promoted 
to Cabinet rank—an _  unprece- 
dented honour for an Attorney- 
General. It was officially stated 
at the time that there was no intention to create a precedent, and that 
—the words were particularly flattering to Lord Reading—‘the 
appointment of Mr. Isaacs was entirely personal to himself.” As a 
matter of fact, he had previously, for a long time, been intimately 
associated with the confidential deliberations of the Ministry, in con- 
nection with the various industrial disputes which had engaged the 
attention of the Government—the railway strike and the coal strike, 
for instance—and had also distinguished himself during the debates on 
the National Insurance Bill. One of his most successful Parliamentary 
speeches, it may be added, was delivered in 1907, on the resolution of 
the then Premier (Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman), dealing with 
the problem of the House of Lords. A considerable friendship 

appeared to have developed between Rufus Isaacs and Mr. Lloyd 
George. The two occasionally went abroad together; and, it is also 
worth recalling, were alike subjected to the same malicious imputations 
in connection with the famous Marcom: contract. In March, 1910, 
Sir Rufus had been kmghted; and in June of the following year he 
was made a Privy Councillor and a K.C.V.O. Sir Rufus was also 
appointed a member of the Royal Commission on the Divorce Law, 
but resigned subsequently. In 1913, he was appointed Lord Chief 
Justice of England and a Peer of the Realm. No Jew had ever before 
held this position. He was Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs in 
the National Government of 1931.

A distinguished personality has passed away by the death last week 
in London of Mr. Nathaniel Philip Valentine in his eighty-fourth year. 
He will be remembered by a large circle of friends to whom he was well 
known as astaunch Jew anda very ardent Freemason. His family was for 
many years connected with the Central Synagogue, and with the publica- 
tion of the invaluable series of Hebrew Prayer Books bearing their name. 
In the Masonic world, Mr. Valentine was for over fifty years a member of 
the Montefiore Lodge, and it is only a,few years ago that he relinquished 
the office of Honorary Secretary, which he had filled for over thirty-seven 
years. He was a Grand Lodge Officer, and a founder of the Dante Lodge 
It was particularly during the War period that his work for Freemasonry 
was most conspicuous and valuable, In the crisis, when national 
antipathies and foreign service reduced the spirit of Masonry to its lowest 
ebb, W.Bro. Valentine stood firmly by his Lodges, and encouraged them 
‘to carry on their good work under the utmost difficulties. It was always 
one of his joys that he bad played a part in the survival of the Masonic 


Lodges, to which he was so deeply attached, and which he lived to see .

Endeks Suppressed in Upper Siles‘a 


Government's Vigorous Measures 
PROJEWISH PUBLIC SYMPATHY STRENGTHENING 

The Governor of Polis Silesia has ordered the dissolution of 
the anti-Jewish National Democratic Party in the entire district of 
Kattowitz, Chorzow, and all other localities in Polish Silesia, where 
the “criminal activity’ of that Party has become a menace to public 
order. It is the first time that the Endek Party has been rendered 
illegal in Poland; and the fact thatits activity has been curbed in one 
district may have a restraiuing effect on its actions elsewhere. The 
immediate reasons for the ban were the recent bomb attacks on 
Synagogues and Jewish houses. 

The City Couneil of Tomoszow has unanimously adopted a 
resolution protesting against loeal anti-Semitic agitation and 
attacks. The Governor of Kielce has annulled a. resolution of the 
Town Council which calls for the introduction of the “ Aryan” 
Paragraph in Poland. 

ifforts of the National Democrats to induce the Government to 
permit the re-appearance of the suspended anti.Jewish newspaper, 
the Kurnsjer I.wowskt, of Lemberg, have fatled, the Government 
categorically refusing to ratse the ban. 

In Lodz, Senator Carol Algeier and Deputy Marian Wodowski 
have promised the Jewish Labour leader, M. Rosenberg, their 
co-operation in the campaign against anti-Jewish excesses, In 
Lublin, Polish and Jewish Labour organisations have held a 
couference to titd ways and means of combating the anti-Semitic 
wave. The Polish Labour leaders subsequently cireulafed an appeal 
to all Polish workers to combat anti-Semitism. In Warsaw, Polish 
and Jewish students and Polish and Jewish Labour bodies are 
organising 1% PASS meeting to protest against the PXCCSESECS, \ 
conference of Voltsh Democrats and of the Liberal. intelleetual 
elements has also been convened in Warsaw. The organisers of the 
conference are planning to raise a fund for publishing pamphlets 
and leaflets toenlighten the masses on the dangers of anti-Semitism, 

In other centres, however, attacks on Jews are stillocecurring. In 
Grodno, anti-Semitic gangs have been attacking Jewish pedestrians 


in the streets and preventing non-Jews from entering Jewish shops, . 


In Piaseczno, following tbe arrest of two anti-Jewish students, 
local anti-Semites are carrying on a campaign of terror against the 
Jews and have attacked Jewish shops. <A violent anti-Jewish 
boycott campaign is also reported from Novo-Viletka, near Vilna, 
The local police have promised to take strong measures against the 
Jew-baiters. 


HUNGARY 


More Nazi Activity 


The Federation of Jewish Communities in Hungary has sent a 
memorandum to the Government, drawing its attention to the 
recurrence of anti-Jewish attacks in the country and the frequent 
assaults on Jews. The Government has promised to investigate 
the matter and punish the guilty persons. 

Only last week, in Debreczen, an anti-Jewish demonstration 
was staged, in the course of which members of the Hungarian Nazi 
“ Arrow-Cross”’ Organisation stationed themselves outside Jewish 
shops and prevented tlie public from entering. They also threatened 
purchasers with publication of their photographs in special anti- 
Jewish leaiets. 


Jewish Communities throughout Hungary are now celebrating the 
fortieth anniversary of the emancipation of Hungarian Jewry.

Wild Anti-!ewish Incitement

families. In addition, the position of the Jews has become still more 
endangered by a violent. wave of anti-Semitic propaganda which has 
swept the country in eonnection with the famine.

The antr-Senntes 
are very active, calling meetings in the eitres to which the villagers 
ware mvited and luring them by Promises ql bemy given a share in 
the Jewish property. To make the pronmuses more eredible,, the 
agitators tell the eredulous peasants to come to the meetings with their 
waggons so as to be in a posifion to carry away their booty. The 
famine, combined with the unscrupulous. onslaught of the antt- 
Semites, provide very sombre prospects for the inunediate future of 
Bessarabian Jewry.

RABBITS WIFE IN COMMAND 

New York Jewry last week witnessed the extraordinary scene of 
Mis. 5. S. Wise, President of the Women's Division of the American 
Jewish Congress, leading a picketing party outside the Shackman toy 
store, Madison Avenue, which, it is stated, has persisted in selling 
German goods. Before the picketing started Rabbi Dr. Stephen 5S. 
Wise purchased a toy in order to confirm the fact that if was made 
in Germany. The pickets refused to obey the order of the police to 
disperse. A large crowd of reporters, photographers and onlookers 
gathered outside the store to watch the picketing. In an interview 
with the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, Mr. Shackman admitted that 
£0 per cenf. of his stock of toys was of German make, and went on to 
state that in his opinion the boycott of German goods hurt the Jews. 
Meanwhile, anti-Nazi feeling generally is still running high. 
The Hearst Press, in a vigorous Editorial under the heading: 
* Hitler's War on Religious Liberty is War on Mankind,” recounts 
Herr herrl's recent suppression of Protestant groups and his 
iuterference with the German State Church. “The atavistic 
onslaughts upon these groups,” it goes on, “ followed the declaration 
of war on Catholicism and the incredible persecution of Jewry. 
That men like Streicher and Kerr! should be deliberately foisted on 
sixty million people in the heart of Europe by a Government that is 
recoguised diplomatically throughout the world, is tantamount to 
planting an infernal machine at the very bases of modern 
civilisation. 


Archbishop of York Rouses Storm 
APPARENT CONDONING OF NAZISM 


‘The Cuurcu Traes, reporting the recent visit to the U.S A. of 
the Archbishop of \ork, states that indignation has been aroused by 
what is considered the Archbishop's “ mildness” as regards the 
persecutions in Germany. ~ When asked about oppressions of Jews 
and Christians in’ Germany” it is declared, “he was very mild 
Bhs mdeed. He did not approve boycott of the Olympic Games in 
ie Berlin, and said that ‘there is no reason to refuse to deal with a 
peop'e merely because you disapprove of certain minor points iu their 
government policy. This statement, together, with his travelling 
on a German steamship line (use of which has almost uniformly been 
abandoned by most American Jews and Roman Catholics, as well as 
by many American Protestants), has led to attacks on the Archbishop 
in the Jewish Press and in Catholic and Evangelical organs, too, as 
on one indifferent to German excesses and to the suffering of 
co-religionists.” 

~ So bitter is the New York feeling against the German steam 
ship lines” the CHURCH Times concludes, “that the Bremen, on 
which the’ Archbishop happened to be a passenger, had to be brought 
up the harbour under a convoy of coastguard cutters, and the dock 
was guarded by marine police, to prevent a possible and threatened 
mob attack on the vessel as a gesture against Germany for her 
religious oppressions. 


CANADA 


Anti-Jewish. Incidents

Isolated examples. of anti-Semitism. continue to disquiet 
Canadian Jewry, In the St. James Division of Montreal, at a rally 
sponsored by three Youth organisations, speakers denounced Mr. 
Taschereau, the Premier, and anti-Jewish cries were raised such as 
“A bas les juifs!’ and “ Resign, Mr. Cohen,” a referenge to Mr. 
Joseph Cohen, recently elected provincial representative for the 
St. Lawrence Division of Montreal. 

Speaking in Toronto before the Canadian Jewish Congress, 
Rabbi Barnett R. Brickner, of Cleveland, stated that a wave of anti- 
Semitism was spreading over North America, with Quebec taking 
the lead in attempting to sway Canada against the Jews. 

In reply to complaints by the Canadian Jewish Congress that 
copies of the anti-Jewish Parriorge had been distributed on trains 
between Toronto and Montreal, the Canadian National Railway 
authorities announce that investigations are taking place and that 
measures have been taken to prevent the recurrence of the offence.

ANNUAL CONFERENCE PROCEEDINGS 


LOYAL MESSAGE AND REPLY FROM THEIR MAJESTIES 


[From our Correspondent | 


On the occasion of the Annual Conference, a telegram signed by 
Bro. John Dight, Grand President, was sent to the King and Queen, 
conveying the unbounded devotion and loyalty of the delegates of 
the largest Jewish Friendly Society in Great Britain. The reply read 
as follows: “The King and Queen cordially reciprocate the good wishes 
of all who joined in your kind message, for which IT am commanded to 
thank you—Private Secretary.” 

Bro. Dight, presiding last week at Absa House, reviewed the work of 
the vear, in the course of which he said that their guiding motive was 
to place the Achei Brith on a firm and durable basis, so as to hand on to 
their successors a heritage of which they could be proud. The Executive, 
after expert advice, had decided to re-organise the Funeral Fund, which 
would necessitate the abolition of the levy system, and delegates would 
he called upon to decide. An interesting feature of the year was the 
eoming of age of the United Old Boys’ Lodge, while in the Provinces, the 
South Wales’ Lodges deserved particular praise. In the two years for 
which he was responsible, over £2,000 had been contributed to the 
German Fund and £615 to the Fund for Polish Jewry, which latter sum 
was added to the 50,000 Shilling Fund of the Association of Jewish 
Friendly Societies. Grand Lodge delegates had resolved to raise at least 
£1,000 for Polish Jewry. The Order had also contributed to the King 
George V Jubilee Forest Fund. Their Convalescent Home, under the 
excellent administration of Miss Gamlett, continued to make progress. 
All the Order's efforts would be devoted to the consolidation Of existing 
schemes and the avoidance of, reckless experiments. [In accepting 
responsibilities they had to be realistic. Never in the history of the 
Organisation had the Executive Council shown such loyalty to decisions 
and a readiness to appreciate diverse points of view. In thanking the 
Grand Lodge, he commended their spirit of working m unison for a 
common end (cheers) 

The Grand President conveyed a cordial welcome to Mr. Percy 
Cohen, Chairman of the Association of Jewish Fnendly Societies, and pauacl 
a tribute to his character and his work for the Movement. Mr. Percy 
Cohen, in thanking the Grand Lodge, said that by the exercise of good- 
will the Association had surmounted serious difficulties. He was deeply 
appreciative of the Movement’s response, to the United Appeal for Poland, 
to which the Achei Brith had contributed so handsome a share, and 
hoped that the full sum of £2,500 would be raised before he gave up 
office. They would leave no stone unturned to acheve this ambition 
(cheers) 

Bro. M. Cash, Grand Treasurer, in presenting the accounts, said that 
thev had been serutinised by well qualified persons, and Bros. J. Bowmar 
and J. Moscow replied to a vote of thanks to the Auditors. Bro. L. C 
Beber, J.P.. Chairman of the National Health Insurance Section, 
presented a report which he desertbed as a happy and optimistic one 
While it was true that additional benefits had. to be recast, necessitating 
the withdrawal of dental benefit in October, they had recently resumed 
this benefit. and, if clatms were normal in 1936, it would be avaiable 
throughout next year. Convalescent Home facilities were popular and the 
new Act helped the unemployed. Membership was on the increase in all 


parts. A dptailed report was furnished on the work of the Jewish Board 
ot Deputies, and a viorous discussion arose on the problem of the 
barbers 


Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., at Annual Dinner 


Bro. M. W. Domb, the newly-celected Grand President, presided 
at the Annual Grand Lodge Dinner,: held at the Princes Galleries. 
Bro. A. Hyams {Cardiff), in proposing a toast to the Honorary 
Officers and Executive Council, congratulated Bro. Domb on his 
promotion to the highest office in the Order. Bro. Domb, in reply, said 
that the Ache: Brith had a wonderful record in the cause of distress 
and sickness, and with over 9,000 members on the voluntary side and 
15,000 in the State Section, the Order spoke in the name of about 25,000 
Jews and Jewesses, men and women 1n all spheres of lfe.. They were 
always ready to shoulder any new responsibility im a Jewish spirit. 

‘« The Guests ’’ was submitted by Bro. M. Cash, who described Mr. 
Laski as an untiring worker in all Jewish causes. Mr. Neville Laski 
had rendered unique services to Anglo-Jewry. Mr. Neville Laski, Bdbvce 
who was received with musical honours, spoke of his long-standing con- 
nection with the Order, and said he was*always proud of the Manchester 
Lodge bearing his father’s name. He wanted to correct one or two 
misconceptions. The Board of Deputies would not be dictated to, and 
wished to be run as a democratic and constitutional body. His experience 
had convinced him that there was no quick panacea for age-long evils. 
The German problem, serious and aggravated as it was, would always 
remain one among the many anxious problems besetting our people in 
Central and Eastern Europe. With it all, he hoped that home affairs 
would not be forgotten, as there was always an enormous amount of 
day-to-day work to be transacted. The growing power of the Fnendly 
Societies was not without significance, and at the Board the 
Friendly Society Deputies formed one of the most valuable sections. They 
had given them Mr. H. 8. Schildkraut as Chairman of the Aliens Com- 
mittee, with many years of useful work to his credit, and Mr. Percy 
Cohen, who had succeeded Mr. Philip Guedalla as Chairman of the Press 
Committee. Mr. Laski hoped that the Community would one day see 
the necessity of providing adequate funds for defensive propaganda.

The Monthly Meeting of the Board was held on Monday. The 
President (Aldreman H. Morris, J.P.,), who was in the Chair, reported 
on the correspondence which had passed between Alderman Sir G. W.

Whulst it was necessary to be on their guard against imposition, it was 
nevertheless unpossible, said the Chairman, to refuse charitable help 
to casuals under certain circumstances. Whilst doing their best to 
discourage these callers, they could not, however, run away from the 


facts of genuine distress. 


The Treasurer (Mr. Stanley. Lightman) in presenting the state- 
ment of accounts since February Ist, said that the payment of 
promised donations had been satisfactory, and that as a result of 
‘this, the Board’s deficit liad been reduced by £411 since their last 
Aneeting. But the deficit still stood at £841, and he appealed to donors 
to facilitate the work of the Board by forwarding their contributions 
at an early date. In submitting the statement relating to the Victor 


Lightman Loan Fund, the Treasurer said that repayments had 
mounted to £6,555, whilst 328 borrowers had received £6,877.in loans 
advanced free of interest. }

Leave till cold, then arrange 
the pineapple init. Putaslice in the middle and cut up triangles to go 
round, filling in the spaces with cherries. Cover with apricot glaze, 


Apricot Glaze 
Pineapple juice, 1 gill. Apricot jam, 3 ozs. 
Sugar, l4 ozs. Cornftiour, 1 teaspoonful. 

SIEVE the jam and boil it with the sugar and fruit juice. Mix the 
cornflour with a spoonful of cold water; add to the other ingredients and 
stir till boiling. Boil hard for three minutes, then cool somewhat before 
pouring over the pineapple. .

During the past few years, Altman has been physical instructor to 
the Bar-Cochba, the West Central Old Boys’ Club, Finsbury Park Red 
Triangle Club, Habonim Senior Section, -boxing instructor.to the Bow 
Road Red Triangle Cinb and the Kennington Boxing Cinb, and swimming 
coach to the West Central Jewish Lads’ Club, which performed very 
creditably at the last A.J.Y. swimming sports. At the moment, Altman 
is a valuable member of the Maccabi London Swimming Club. He 
captained the team which defeated Maccabi Antwerp last September, at 
*addington, and is still Captain of Maccabi s.C., and of the Centymen &.C, 
Basket-ball and wrestling are other sports which interest Altman.

Territorial Recruiting 
From Mr. J. TREVOR (Hon. Colonel, 7th City of London Regoncnt) 


To the Editor of Tne 


Sirr,—I do not think it 1s. sufficiently well 
Territorial Army is at present considerably below strength—there 1s 
actually a deficiency of 2,000 officers and 35,000 other ranks. The pubhe 
do not seem to realise that the Territorial Army is now the main defence 
of the country, as the Regular Army only comprises five Divisions, which 
is a purely Expeditionary Force. The Terrtonal Army ts, at the moment, 
composed of fourteen Divisions, which, I believe, are being re-organised 
into ten Divisions and several Air Defence Brigades. The magnificent 
performance of the Territorial Army in the Great War was warmly 
recognised by the War Office, and in the Army manoeuvres of 1925, when 
the 162nd Infantry Brigade (T.A.) was selected to represent. the 
Territorial Army, the Secretary of State for War stated that the territorial 
soldier ** had proved himself indistinguishable from his comrade in the 
Regular Army.’’ 

Although I think I am correct in stating that we, as a body, are not 
militarists, I am sure that if the world realised that the citiz™s of the 
British Isles were prepared to defend themselves in ease of emergency, 
there would be no war. 

From personal experience, I know that if a Principal takes an interest 
in the Territonal Army, a large number of his staff usually follows suit, 
and I feel that much valuable work could he done by the heads of 
different firms in drawing the attention of their staffs to the desirability 
and advantages of joining the Territorial Army. I would also point out 
that, although it is always hoped that all men joiming the Terntonal 
Army will attend parades once a week, it is only compulsory to perform 
forty drills the first year and twenty in each suc ceeding year. This only 
necessitates attending Headquarters twenty evenings and ten evenings 
respectively, as two drills are performed eac ‘+h night. Most Regiments also 
run first-class sports clubs, in which the men can enter for boxing, 
bayonet fencing, football, cricket, ete. I believe I am correct in stating 
that the only reason a large number of men do not join the Terrtorial 
Army is because they feel their wives or fiancees would not approve. 
This is an entirely wrong view to take. Dances and concerts are held 
throughout the year and ladies are always very welcome at these affairs.

Jews and Sunday Baking 
SUMMONS UNDER BREAD ACT 
before Mr. Everard Dickson, at Thames Police Court; 
of 36, Christian Street, Stepney. a master baker, was 
summoned under the Bread Act of 1822 at the instigation of the London 
Master Bakers’ Protection Society. 

For the prosecution, it was explained that for some time the Society 
had conducted a campaign to put an end to Sunday baking: in London. 
Sunday baking meant a seven-days week for master bakers and led 
them into serious difficulties with their employees. Defendant was a Jew 
and actually did not bake on Saturdays. Although he baked only on 
six days a week it was alleged that he supplied bakers outside his “OR 
area on Sundays who could therefore indulge in unfair competition, In 
the course of evidence, mention was made of.a Bill which the Society 
was promulgating before Parliament to prevent Sunday baking, but it 
was denied that the object was to lim®& Jews to five-day baking. 

Counsel for defendant recalled a summons being dismissed at the old 
Worship Street Police Court, thirty years ago, when the matter was 
taken to a higher court. The then Lord Chief Justice had refused to 
alter the magistrate’s decision, saying: ‘*‘ The British Empire shelters 
all the greatest religions of the world, and consequently regard must be 
had for the Jewish Faith in this country. 

Mr. Dickson, dismissing the summons under the Probation of 
Offenders Act, on payment of ten shillings costs, said that there were 
certain difficulties owing to the fact that there were bakers who were 
bound by wae religion not to work on Saturday, and who were serving 
a principally Jewish clientéle, and therefore he ‘could not feel that any-

Fine Pantomime at the Lyceum 


He rHiiusi be a glutton indeed who can visit the excellent Melville 
pantomime at the Lyceurn and come away nf anything but a mood 
of replete contentment. Everything that we expect of “panto, and 
a good deal we too often do not get, is lavishly disbursed in this 
seasonable show. And perhaps the greatest marvel of all is that, 
despite the usual host of blemishes, without which pantomime loses 
its homely appeal, the unbelievable scenery, the brazen wandering 
away from the story for odd quarters of an hour while some cheerful 
entertainer amuses us with his act, the text in outrageous “doggery, 
despite it all, we pass through the hours without a moment’s tedium 
and finish up in the best of humours. 

George Jackley, as Ali Baba, employs his mighty voice to excellent 
purpose, and makes one wonder how he any premiers less 
vast than the Lyceum. A splendid addition to the cast is Florrie Ford, 
etill in first-rate song, and giving us brilliant examples of how to put a 
number over. Kitty Reidy makes a charming principal boy, and gives 
us real rich, almost luscious, sentiment in a most attractive voice: surely 
she is quite ideal in her gallant hose and shimmering white gold locks. 
Brave figures are also presented by Maria Sandra, as the captain of the 
forty thieves, and Molly Vyvyan, as the Caliph, both of tliem models of 
strapping vigour such as is rarely vouchsafed to mere males. Eddie 
Grav does. some really funny clowning, and there is breathless dancing 
by Latasha and Laurence, Renie Jolifie, Betty Bucknell and Dick Tubb, 
Junr. A good, hearty, full and happily familiar show, in which every 
lover of “‘panto’’ should. revel.

PALLADIUM MATINEES

Her acting is extremely attractive, pretty and alive, but she cannot 
quite see through the eyes of pecuhar tenderness as we expect a Wendy 
to view the world. Carol Goodner is quite bnilhant as Mrs. Darling. 
Here is a refreshingly modernistic version, with plenty of humour and 
a welcome liveleness. George Hayes’ Captain Hook ’’ ts another fine 
piece of work, vigorous and rapid and flavoursome. As usual, the 
scenery and production ts dehghtful. We may all visit Peter this year 
with a comfortable assurance that our annual habit will be duly

Congratulations to Mr. Tom Macaulay, who, haying delved 
amongst the children’s literature of the past in search of a story for a 
play in some way different from those established in favour, hit upon 
a lovely yarn all about the adventures of a girl and a boy in a land 
where the characters of fairy story and nursery rhyme are to be met. 
Out of this tale he has built a dehghtful play with music and presented 
it with players of extraordinary talent at the Lync Theatre, 
Hammersmith. 

Leading honours must be awarded to Rosamond Barnes, who, as 
a little girl with the irresistible name of ““Tumpy,’’ plays with such 
infectious enjoyment and zeal that it is as good as a tonic to watch 
her.

Next Vi eek’s Cinema 


Premieres 
An Epic Film From M.G.M. 
FAITHFUL IN SPIRIT AND IN TRUTH 


“MUTINY ON THE BOUNTY''—-Empire, Leicester Square 
Certificate) 


Kipling once asked: “What should they know of England who 
only England know?” and this film shows how deep an appreciation 
Hollywood has not only for the facts of English history, but alse 
for the spirit that wrote it. The “Bounty,” under Bligh’s captainey, 
was “hell with the hd off.” That she was one of many such ships 
there can be no doubt—the necessity for press-gangs is proof of that 
but here the feeling of mutiny found a leader on the quarter-deck 
in the person of Lieutentant Fletcher Christian. How true it is that 
Midshipman Byam’s magnificent outburst (magnificently delivered) 
at hus court-martial led to:'a different feeling between officers and 
men im the Navy is a matter on which different Opinions may be held. 

Frank Lloyd, the director, has rightly made Bligh’s brutality and 
bus conthet with Christian the mainspring of the film, but the atmos- 
phere is very carefully built up with convineing detail. Despite 
the fact that the film runs for two-hours-and-a-quarter, there 1s not 
a foot, not a frame that one could sacrifice. In fact, 1t seems shorter 
than feature length, so engrossing is the story. Irving Thalberg’s 
production, though obviously costly, gives no hint of extravagance ; 
rt as exactly mght. And one imagines that the sempt by Charles 
Nordhoff and James Norman Hall left very little work for the eutting 
room. With such a display of excellence, it is a pity that the scenes 
on “Tahiti” are so maudlin; the startling beauty of some of the native 
girls and their capacity for being directed gives ample scope tor 
better work. 

Charles Laughton sets a tremendous pace for the cast with hus 
superb characterisation of Bligh. The man’s sheer brutality may 
sicken some delicate stomachs, so convincing ts it, but it 1s beautifully 
balanced (in the acting sense) by one’s conviction that he was a 
great seaman. His voyage of over 3,500 miles across the Pacific m 
an open boat remains, of course, one of the greatest feats of navigation 
and seamanship in the annals of the sea. Second to this splendid 
effort, only in so far as the part is smaller and the name in smaller 
letters, is Clark Gable’s Christian. One may be forgiven for having 
doubts as to his ability to carry off such a part, but they are com- 
pletely silenced by his work. The portrait is sympathetic and skilfully 
drawn, and is a perfect foil to Laughton’s Bligh. Byam is played by 
Franchot Tone, and is so utterly English in conception that one teels 
the film might have been made before 1776. It is probably his best 
role to date. The cast is full of excellent studies, none more so 
than Dudley Digges’ “ Bacchus” or Herbert Mundin’s Smith. 

The photography has so much life in it that several times one 
almost rose from one’s seat in excitement. The “Bounty” was a 
beautiful ship to look at, especially as seen here, hard driven under 
press of sail. Equally exciting are the shots of the open boat in heavy’ 
weather. 


“MUSIC HATH CHARMS''—Regal (‘'U"’ Certificate) 

There are doubtless many for whom any film starring Henry 
Hall and the B.B.C. Dance Orchestra is automatically beyond praise. 
Accordingly, it is an unhappy, though necessary, duty to dismiss the 
Regal’s offering for the public holidays as beneath criticism. It 1s 
a fatuous story of a day in the life of Mr. Hall, and the highly roman- 
ticised effects which the music of his Band is having on listeners in 
several different parts of the world. By a remarkable coincidence, 
the various scattered characters are linked by relationship, but the 
significance of this arrangement escapes one. The brightest parts of 
the film are those designed to represent the spirit of cameraderie 
existing between Mr. Hall and his “boys,” and the actual musical 
sequences, which are performed with competence and feature several 
radio personalities.

“THE GUV'NOR''—New Gallery (‘‘U'’ Certificate) 

A primary reflection on leaving the New Gallery is that René 
Clair would have made a remarkably fine film from this subject. 
A first-rate whimsical story is admirably acted by the leading players, 
yet many ot the individual scenes lack the expected sharpness of 
humour, and one (AILS the inpression that they were probably much 
funmer in the studio than appears on the screen. With such an 
artist as Mutz Greenbaum behind the camera, one can only ascribe 
this to the wrong-headed ideas of film making of someone concerned 
with the production. 

The urbane George Arliss as a tramp may sound incredible casting, 
but it is actually very sound. There really are “gentlemen of the 
road,’ and, for this reviewer, “The Guv'nor” ts Mr. Arliss’ best part 
for some tune past; and it is also one of lis most amusing and clever 
performances. The tramp bears the name of “Rothschild,” and the 
whole film rests on the astomshing power of that respected name, 
the plot being cunmngly contrived to place “The Guv’nor” in Mr.

There he studied mathematics, philosophy, 
plulology and Semitics and laid the 
foundations ‘of that wide range of scholarship 
which afterwards distinguished hin. 


THe SCIENCE OF JUDAISM 


Zunz began to study, old. Hebrew manu- 
scripts and he published a little work on 
Rabbinical literature which set forth the views 
Which he was afterwards to develop in 
masterly fashion in regard to Jewish science. 
Some time later he founded, in conjunction 
with other Jewish scholars and hterary men, 
a “Society for the Culture and Science of 
Judaism” and he helped to bring out a magazine 
in which these men, and especially Zunz, 
published their researches. Among the famous 
men associated with the venture was Heinrich 
Heine, the great lyrical poet. The Society 
came to an untimely end, but Zunz continued 
to work in its spirit, and he may be regarded 
as the father of the scientific study of Judaism. 

THe Jewish SERMON 


All this time lie continued to struggle with 
poverty and could not find a post which either 
gave scope to his great powers or left him with 
sufficient freedom to pursue his researchies. 
In face of all these difficulties he produced, 
in 1832, what has been described as the most 
important Jewish work of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, his “ Liturgical Addresses of the Jews,” 
which was an answer to those Jews of Ghetto 
upbringing who denounced the sermon as an 
un-Jewish innovation. Zunz showed, in 
masterly fashion, how the spoken word had 
played a very notable part in the development 
of Judaism from the days of the prophets and 
the Talmud. 

JEWISH PoETRY 


This work established Zunz’s reputation on 
a high pinnacle of Jewish scholarship, but he 
stall had to struggle for several years before his 
co-religionists gave him some measure of free- 
dom by founding a college of which he was 
appointed head. In 1855, he published another 
monumental work—though much had flowed 
from his pen in the intervening years. This 
was his history of the Synagogue Poetry of the 


Jews of the Middle Ages, an appreciation of the 
large volume of religious poesy which hac 
lound its way into the prayer book. For this 
study Zung had visited many famous libraries 
and had unearthed many notable manuscripts. 
And so he went on until old age, turning ov: 
work after work with remarkable industry. 
The lesson of Zunz’s life. I think, 1s that 
poverty need be no bar to achievement, and 
that industry can trimmph over all handicaps. 
The result of his activities has been the unlock- 


_ing of the treasures of Jewish literature, the 


revelation of the boundless store of Jewish 
culture through the ages, and, above all, the 
demonstration of the fact that Jewish scholar- 
ship has still vast fields to conquer. There 
are countless Jewish students to-day who are 
the heirs of what Zunz bequeathed to them.
